Older of Pair Said to Have

Harlan Downey. 23 years old, of 
1124 Madison strect, admitted to the 
police at the North Market Street 
Station today that in the last two 
months he had participated in 14 
highway robberies. He said that 
fis brother, Frank Downey, 19, 
a musician, who was arrested with 
him, had nothing to do with the rob- 
peries, although several victims iden- 
tified the younger prisoner. 

Five warrants, charging robbery in 
the first degree, were issued today, 
against the brothers. 

The arrest of the brothers fol-| 
lowed a report by Probationary Pa-' 
trolman Prather Ford that he had 
observed them leaving and entering 
their home at unusual hours of the 


night. He watched them for two 
weeks and then informed his Ser- 
geant. Policemen went to the Dow- 
ney home yesterday morning, when 
the brothers were asleep, and got 
them out of bed.

THREE HELD IN 


ALLEGED FREIGHI 


AN SHIPMENT THEFTS 


Police Believe Disappearance 


of $30,000 Worth of Mer- 


chandise in 18 Months 


Will Be Cleared Up. 


With the arrest of a teamster, & 
dealer in salvaged goods and a sec- 
ondhand dealer yesterday and today, 


‘police believe they have solved the 


disappe@arance from railroad freight 
platforms during the last year and a 
half of $30,000 worth of mercharlise 
consigned to St. Louis firms. ‘The 
latest disappearance was of 11 cases 
of merchandise consigned to the 
Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co. and vilued 
at $5000, which were found misa'ng 
vesterday. 

The teamster was arrested follow- 
ing this discovery and, police say, 
confessed to stealing merchandise for 
the last 18 months from var'‘vuus rail- 
road freight depots. 

The teamster arrested is Otto VI'- 
linger, 33 years old, of 2358 Mul- 
lanphy street. In his confession he 
implicated a “junk dealer’ vel 
known to the police. A general po- 
lice order has been issued for

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this man’s arrest. 

Morris J. Shankerman, 27 vears 
old, of 1701. Carr street, proprietor 
of the Great Western Salvage Cu. 
9999 Chouteau avenue, identified by 
the police as a man named in Vil- 
linger’s confession, and Samuel 
Eastman, 29 years old, of 1908 Carr 
street, a second-hand dealer, were 
also arrested. 

Villinger Confesses. 

Villinger confessed that he stole 
the 11 cases of Rice-Stix merchandise 
on Oct. 21, from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad freight depot at Main and 
O'Fallon streets. Part of the con- 
tents of these cases was found at 
Shankerman’s store yesterday and 
identified by representatives of the 


Rice-Stix Co. Among the articles 
found were 185 suits of pajamas, 32 


nairs of drawers, 64 undershirts, 104 
bovs’ shirts, 14 union suits and five 
large bolts of dress goods. These 
irticles are valued at about $2000. 

Shankerman said he bought some 
of these articles from Eastman, 
whereupon Eastman was arrested. 
Eastman said he bought them from 
a Chicago firm, but Detectives Calla- 
han and Blake, who made the ar- 
rests, says there is no such firm. VIiI- 
linger said he obtained the cases by 
askine if ‘‘there was anything for 
Rice-Stix” at the freight depot and 
signing a fictitious nante to the bills 
of lading. 

Villinger’s confession, in part, {fs as 
follows: 

“IT was discharged as a teamster 
for the H. A. Lueking Teaming Co., 
who haul for Rice-Stix, on Oct. 16. 
Two days Jater I got a job as helper 
for the Columbia Transfer Co. I met 
the ‘master mind’ at Twelfth and 
O'Fallon streets on Oct. 18 and I told 
him I had no money and my rent was 
due. He asked me why I didn’t take 
freight from the depots as others 
were doing. 

“I met this man again on Oct. 21 
and.drove a team he gave me to the 
Pennsyivania depot There was no 
name on the wagon, but he told me 
it belonged to a certain drayage 
company, and I told the fretght clerk 
it was wagon No. 9 of that company. 
I gave my name as Cullen and got’ 
the 11 cases. 

“This man had followed me and 
stood at the corner. He told me to 
drive the cases to 2222 Chouteau 
avenue, where he and another man 
helped me to dump the cases. Later. 
at Twelfth and O’Fallon streets, he 
rave mé $390 tn 5s, 190s and 29s. ‘If 

need more, come around,’ he 
told me, but I was afraid to and 
never went there since. I returned 
the team. 

“This man told me the goods were 
sold jo Samuel Eastman, but I don’t 
know him.’”’ 

Villinger named the man he de- 
scribed as the “master mind,” whom 
the police are seeking. 

In a supplementary confession, 


Villinger said he had been stealing 
merchandise in a similar way for 18 


months, beginning with the theft of 
two cases of shirts, consigned to the 
Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co., from the 
C. & E. I. depot at Collins and Biddle 
streets. He said he was working for 
the H. A. Lueking Teaming Co. then 
and that another driver had signed 
for the two cases. 

Villinger said he met the “master 
miind’’ that day and at Ninth and 
Howard streets transferred the two 
cases to that man’s wagon, later re- 
cetving $75 from him. He gaid his 
thefts during the 18 months had al] 
gone to this man, and that he had 
no idea how much money he had re- 
ceived from him. The thefts were 
from ‘‘all rallroad depots,” he said.

Advertising a Means 
of Information 


OU have a right to expect of advertising, ab- 
solutely accurate information. There 
should be nothing evasive, ambiguous or mislead- 
ing about any statement you see in the public 
prints. You have a right to insist upon an ac- 
curate statement of facts, because you, the pub- 
lic, are bearing the burden of advertising expense. 
You are actually paying for it. It is charged to 
you in the merchandise you buy, the same as rent, 
light, and all other expenses. 


That it is a legitimate expense we all recognize, 
because advertising lessens the cost of distribu- 
tion by greatly increasing it. There is, however, 
at the present time, a tremendous waste in retail 
advertising, which is due to the abuses that are 
heaped upon it. 


An Argument tor 
Truth 


[F all advertisements were absolutely truthful, 

much less advertising would be required. A 
simple statement would be sufficient. Advertis- 
ing is new. It is but a few short years ago that 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of the World 
were formed, adopted for their slogan, “Truth,” 
because they recognized that it was the funda- 
mental of advertising. 


Since that time this association has preached 
the doctrine of truth, and has used its great in- 
fluence to eliminate the abuses that have crept 
into it. 

Those who will recall the patent medicine ad- 
vertisement of years gone by, will realize the 
frauds that have been foisted upon the public 
through advertising. The fake stock selling 
schemes are also quickly disappearing, because 
of the war that is being waged upon them by the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the World in 
co-operation with the newspapers. 


The A. A. C. of W. has recognized that the 
average merchants of the country endeavor to 
conduct their business in an honest way, but 
they had fallen into evil ways in advertising by 
indulging in the use of comparative prices.

When $50 Suits Are 
Not $50 Suits 


SOME concerns use comparative prices only in 

“making a statement of fact.” They regard 
it as absolutely honest and truthful to state that 
their $50 suits have been marked down to $35. 


We contend that such a statement, even when 
truthful, misleads. If the season has advanced 
and the manufacturer is now quoting them at half 
price, they become $25 suits because of changed 
market conditions. 


Another bad feature about this policy is that 
such an advertisement does not convey the cor- 
rect information to the public. The dealer may 
have secured some later models which are not re- 
duced and will not be reduced for some time to 
come. Customers may have seen these new $50 
suits, and when the advertisement appears, they 
may respond with the idea of securing them at a 
reduction and then be very much disappointed.

could cite hundreds of other examples 
demonstrating by the actual facts that in 
almost every instance when a comparative price 
is used it creates the wrong impression—and is 
therefore misleading—These few, however, will 
serve to emphasize the evil and its effect on clean 
business. : 


We used comparative prices for twenty-four 
years, but when it was evident to us that absolute 
truth could not be maintained by their use, we 
announced, in October, 1916, that henceforth 
they would be eliminated.
